what makes the Fraud intolerable, is to ſee unwary Youths betray'd into the Imitation of theſe Trifles ; and the Authors of them boaſting the Succe/; of their 
Management, This occation'd ſeveral Gentlemen, who are Lovers of WRITING, to importune me to do ſomething that might caution Youth ro beware of 
ſuch Cory-Booxs, as a proper Means to neceſſitate thoſe Authors, to forbear advancing ſuch Monſters for the future, and not to ſuffer a Second Edition of thoſ: 


that have done too much Injury already: I would therefore deſire them to throw out ſuch Pieces as they themſelves know to be Ridiculous, and ſupply their Places

F any Thing cou'd move me to think well of my own Tudgment, it is the Eſteem you ſeem to bave of it, when you requeſt me to tell the Publick if ¶ can allow 
Pencil'd Knots, and Knotted Figures, any Place in the ART of WRITING: To which I anſwer, without Aﬀetation of Singularity, or Prejudice to any 
particular Perſon, That I am ſo far from admitting them a part of Penmanthip, that I dare affirm that they have very much hindred the Advances that 


might have been made in It, and have rendred the Profeſſors of the moſt neceſſary ART in the World, almoſt contemprible ; and that Tmay not be thought too 


cenſorious in this, I Challenge all thoſe Authors that have handed thera to the Publick, tooffer any thing that has the Colour of Reaſvn in their Defence: And I

Command of Hand may, Tl grant, give an Air of Beauty to ſuch a 
Piece, if ſparingly aud judiciouſly uſed ; bur Strokes ill placed, and timorouſly perform d, like Monſters painfully pencel'd, are rather a Satyr on the 


Penman, than an Ornament to Writing. I ſhall ſay no more on this Subject at preſent, becauſe 1 intend, in a little Time, by a ſhort Treatiſe, to diſcover
